Both  present  Inspectors  hold  the  Statutory  qualification 
and  also  the  Certificate  of  the  Royal  Sanitary  Institute  as 
Inspector  of  Meat  and  other  Foods.

Pathological  Examinations  are  carried  out  at  the  Beverley 
Area  Laboratory  and  the  West  Riding  Laboratory, 
Wakefield. 

Infant  Welfare. 

This  has  now  been  taken  over  by  the  County  Medical 
Officer,  and  continues  to  be  well  attended. 

Maternity. 

County  Maternity  Nurses  are  available  in  all  parts  of  the 
Area. 

Beds  in  the  Beverley,  Ferriby  and  Goole  Maternity  Homes 
are  available  for  Special  Cases,  and  the  District  is  now 
fortunately  situated  in  this  respect. 

Water. 

The  Supply  from  Newbald,  Goole  and  Pocklington  is  good 
average  water,  and  regular  testing  proves  it  to  be  very 
free  from  Impurity. 

Ambulance  Services. 

There  is  a complete  night  and  day  Ambulance  Service 
available  at  Beverley,  Goole  and  Selby. 

Wherever  alternative  means  of  conveyance  is  possible  and 
suitable,  use  should  be  made  of  it. 

Blood  Transfusion. 

During  the  year  the  Blood  Transfusion  Service  came  to 
Howden  to  collect  Blood,  and  the  Donors  of  the  Area 
responded  to  the  Call  in  a highly  satisfactory  way. 

Our  thanks  are  due  to  hem,  and  also  to  the  valuable 
help  given  by  the  Howden  Branch  of  the  British  Red 
Cross  Society. 


Hospitals. 

The  Goole  Bartholomew  Hospital  increases  its  facilities 
year  by  year,  and  Specialists  in  every  Branch  of  Medicine 
and  Surgery  are  available  for  the  population  of  the 
Howden  Rural  Area. 

The  York  Hospitals  offer  similar  Facilities  for  the 
Northern  part  of  the  Area,  whilst  for  the  Eastern  Villages, 
Hull  and  Beverley  provide  the  necessary  Hospitals. 

The  St.  John’s  Hospital  in  Goole  has  considerably  extended 
its  availability  for  Medical  Cases.

The  Birth  Rate  for  the  Howden  Rural  Area  is  a little  below 
the  Birth  Rate  for  England  and  Wales,  and  the  Death  Rate 
is  very  much  lower. 

The  was  One  Death  from  Puerperal  Causes,  the  first  for 
some  years. 

Again  there  was  only  One  Death  from  Tuberculosis, 
another  great  tribute  to  the  wonderful  work  done  bv  the 
Tuberculosis  Medical  Officers  and  their  Staff  in  the  Area. 

There  were  no  Deaths  from  Notifiable  Infectious  Disease.

I have  pleasure  in  submitting-  for  your  consideration  a briet 
report  concerning  the  Sanitary  Administration  of  your  District 
for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1955.

At  31st  December,  1955,  the  total  of  post-war  Council 
Houses  reached  43a.  Thus  there  is  a total  of  614  Council 
Houses  in  the  District. 

The  maintenance  of  Council  property  continues  to  call  for 
an  increasing  amount  of  time,  and  1025  visits  were  made  to 
Council  Houses  in  respect  of  maintenance,  and  orders  for 
repairs  were  given.  Owing  to  pressure  of  work  it  was  not 
possible  to  externally  paint  any  houses  this  year. 

Private  Enterprise. 

During  the  year  10  houses  were  erected  by  Private  Enter- 
prise, and  at  the  year  end  a further  11  were  in  the  course  of 
erection. 


Other  Houses,  Conversions  and  Adaptations. 

Four  completed. 

Building  Byelaws,  Town  and  Country  Planning  Act. 

Applications  for  new  buildings  and  alterations  in  104  cases 
were  submitted  and  given  Byelaw  approval. 

Under  delegated  powers  of  the  Town  and  Country  Planning 
Act,  180  applications  were  made,  of  which  118  were  approved, 
and  12  refused.  Of  this  latter  number,  6 related  to  display  of 
advertisements,  and  1 to  siting  of  a caravan. 

During  the  year,  248  building  inspections  were  made 
comprising  94  visits  to  new  houses,  and  154  to  other  works. 
Meetings  of  the  County  Development  Sub-Committee  were 
attended  and  liaison  maintained  with  the  County  Planning 
Office.

2.  Survey  of  Unfit  Houses. 

Under  the  provisions  of  Section  1 of  the  Housing 
(Rents  and  Repairs)  Act,  1954,  a survey  of  the  district  v\as 
made,  and  a rapid  inspection  made  of  537  houses.  Pressure 
of  other  work  did  not  allow  full  investigation,  but  over  200 
houses  were  listed  as  suitable  for  action  and  clearance  over 
the  next  five  years.

Improvement  Grants. 

An  increased  number  of  enquiries  have  been  made  and  112 
inspections  made  covering  preliminary  visits  to  premises  and 
supervision  of  works  in  progress. 

During  the  year,  16  applications  for  grant  were  received 
and  15  approved.  Of  these,  one  applicant  refused  the  grant 
offered  and  of  the  current  14  approvals  works  were  completed 
in  6 cases,  in  progress  on  7 and  not  commenced  in  1 instance 
by  the  year  end.  Additionally,  works  were  completed  during 
the  year  at  4 premises  for  which  grant  was  approved  in  1954, 
thus  10  dwelling  were  improved  in  the  year  1955. 

The  assistance  available  is  still  not  being  widely  understood 
or  taken  up  and  as  previously,  grants  given  were  to  owner/ 
occupiers  and  for  farm  cottages.  Although  many  properties 
are  eligible  and  worthy  of  improvement,  it  is  to  be  regretted 
that  full  advantage  is  not  taken  of  the  grant.  In  several  cases 
time  has  been  given  to  inspection  of  premises,  issue  of  schedules 
of  improvement  and  repair  with  advice  willingly  given,  but  no 
applications  were  received.  This  adds  to  the  burden  already 
carried  by  the  Department,  which  carried  out  all  the  work 
connected  with  inspection  of  premises,  checking  costs  and  esti- 
mates, with  supervision  and  certification  ot  works  executed, 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

MAIN  DRAIN. 

1.  (a)  Howden  Town.  Works  on  this  scheme  continued 

throughout  the  year  and  progress  was  made  towards  completion 
of  the  main  sewers  and  in  construction  of  outfall  works  and 
pumping  Stations. 

During  the  year,  lengths  of  sewer  were  laid  : — 

9 in.  Spun  Iron  2429  lin.yds.  9 in.  S.G.W.  1445  lin.yds. 

7 in.  Spun  Iron  1141  lin.yds.  7 in  S.G.W.  1224  lin.yds. 

6 in.  S.G.W.  193  lin.  yds. 

12  in.  Spun  Iron  156  lin.  yds. 

7 in.  Pumping  Main  1,030  lin.  yds. 

Throughout  the  year  liaison  was  maintained  with  the 
Resident  Engineer,  and  343  visits  were  made,  particularly  in 
regard  to  placing  of  laterals  and  connections. 

(b)  Works  on  provision  of  additional  sewers  to  some 
properties  not  included  in  the  main  scheme  commenced  in 
December,  and  figures  above  include  first  extension  laid  in 
Howden  Market  Place. 


2.  Joint  Sewerage  Scheme.  During  the  year,  3222  yards 
of  the  21in.  Joint  Sewer  were  laid  in  the  Beverley  Rural  District, 
and  contracts  let  for  extension  of  same  into  this  District,  and 
also  for  the  sewerage  of  North  Cave  Village.  Thus  the  further 
provision  of  the  main  drainage  in  this  district  is  imminent,  and 
it  is  reasonable  to  expect  that,  conjoined  schemes  to  Hotham 
Newport,  and  Gilberdvke  will  follow  in  due  course,  and  that 
consideration  will  be  given  in  the  near  future  to  the  remaining 
unsewered  parts  of  the  district. 

3.  GENERAL.  The  foregoing  thus  allows  statements  on 
the  difficulties  of  drainage  due  to  flatness  of  the  district,  and 
lack  of  main  sewerage  schemes,  which  for  many  years  have 
been  the  first  and  oft  repeated  introduction  to  this  portion  of 
the  report  to  now  take  their  place  as  the  terminating  remarks 
on  the  subject.  Cleansing  of  sanitary  dykes  continues  in  an 
attempt  to  reduce  complaints  until  main  drainage  is  available, 
and  was  carried  out  at  the  Old  Derwent  and  South  Howden, 
Laxton,  Nordham,  Eastrington,  Asselby,  Holme-on-Spalding- 
Moor  and  Newport.  In  connection  with  same,  87  inspections 
were  made. 

Sewerage  Plants. 

The  total  of  Council  Estate  disposal  plants  remains  at  9,  but 
major  extensions  were  carried  out  at  Newport  and  Holme-on - 
Spi lding-Moor.  Maintenance  continues  to  be  performed  by 
local  men  on  part  time  basis,  and  159  visits  and  inspections 
were  made.  Many  of  these  were  due  to  mechanical  breakdowns, 
which  were,  in  nearly  all  cases,  remedied  by  the  Officers  The 
need  of  a skilled  mechanic  remains  evident.  The  portable 
pumps  provided  at  two  of  the  works  have  proved  invaluable  in 
dealing  with  breakdowns.  Owing  to  new  buildings  being 
occupied  before  completion  of  Howden  Sewerage  Scheme, 
difficulties  arose  due  to  overloading  ot  Derwent  Estate  Works 
which  can  only  be  overcome  by  diversion  of  sewage  into  the 
new  main  sewers. 

Conversions  and  Drainage.

Liaison  is  maintained  with  both  River  Boards  covering  the 
district  to  control  new  drainage  and  avoid  pollution.  The 
standard  septic  tank  adopted  after  consultation  with  the 


River  Boards  continues  to  be  used  where  no  main  sewer  is 
available. 


Public  Cleansing. 

The  system  generally  prov'des  a weekly  collection  in  the 
more  densely  populated  areas  and  a for  nightly  collection 
elsewhere.  Tipping  sites  are  in  use  at  Howden,  East- 
riugton.  Holme-on-Spalding- Moor  and  North  Cave.  The 
scattered  nature  of  the  district  and  lack  of  tip  sites  causing 
long  hauls  present  the  main  difficulties.  Some  labour 
shortage  early  in  the  year  occurred  and  replacement  of 
staff  for  collection  of  mixed  refuse  is  not  easy. 

Although  provision  of  new  tipping  sites  is  extremely 
difficult,  it  is  hoped  that  continued  provision  of  mam 
drainage  and  the  consequent  abolition  of  pail  closets  will 
improve  conditions  by  effecting  reduction  in  bulk  and  foul 
nature  of  refuse,  and  allow  better  control  of  tips.  On  this 
point  the  assistance  of  householders  in  first  uurning  more 
refuse  of  a bulky  nature  rather  than  depositing  it  directly 
in  the  bin,  would  greatly  assist. 

During  the  year  trials  were  made  of  a larger  capacity  vehicle 
and  useful  information  gained.  Alterations  in  working 
methods  and  meals  system  were  also  introduced  which  have 
assisted  materially  in  saving  time  and  reducing  mileage. 


Meat  and  Food  Inspection. 

FOOD  PREMISES.  An  attempt  was  made  during  the 
year  to  survey  these  premises  and  record  data  and  correct 
records  for  future  Hygiene  Regulations.  The  number  of

Petroleum  Regulations. 

The  total  amount  of  petrol  storage  licensed  at  31st 
December.  1955,  was  52.630  gallons  at  87  premises. 

Fourteen'  inspections  under  the  Regulations  were  made 
during  the  year. 

Water  Supply. 

No  major  works  have  been  carried  out  during  the  year 
which  has  been  devoted  mainly  to  maintenance  of  supplies. 
The  year  was  dry  with  a hot  summer  period  and  although 
the  level  of  the  bores  fell  rapidly  during  autumn,  no  restrictions 
were  necessary.  Complaints  of  low  pressure  in  Howden  were 
made  during  the  summer  months,  although  all  available 
supplies  were  connected.  The  proposed  link  main  from 
Spaldington  Water  Tower  to  Howden  Town  has  yet  to  be 
laid  and  in  view  of  the  future  increased  demand  following 
completion  of  main  sewerage  difficulties  will  arise  until  the 
link  main  is  laid. 

The  year  was  notable  for  the  large  number  of  burst  and 
leaking  mains  repaired  which  totalled  70.  No  doubt  the  dry 
conditions,  movement  and  shrinkage  of  the  clay  sub-soil 
contributed  greatly  to  these  fractures. 

Fifty-four  new  connections  to  mains  were  made,  there 
being  32  for  new  dwellings  and  22  for  other  purposes. 

Minor  works  included  a length  of  private  fire  main  at 
Blacktoft  Jetty  and  over  400  yards  of  lin.  service  provided  to 
supply  4 houses  in  Buhner  Lane,  Holme-on-Spalding- Moor. 

From  the  Council’s  Pumping  Station  at  North  Newbald, 
a total  of  140,890,000  gallons  were  pumped  and  of  this  amount 
53,233,000  gallons  were  supplied  to  the  High  Hunsley  reservoir 
and  South  Cave  systems  of  the  Beverley  R.D.C. 

Bulk  supplies  taken  from  adjourning  authorities  were: —
